It is understood that the 
arrangement made by the Commonwealth 
with a Chicago company will greatly in- 
crease the business of the former, and 
cheapen the rates paid by its policy 
holders. The syndicate represented by 
Mr. Adams propose to put up a guaran- 
tee fund of $50,000, which will enable the 
Commonwealth to do business in other 
stales, and the Chicago company will re- 
ceive a compensating benefit in uniting 
policies on property partially insured in 
the former. The saving will be in the 
decreased expense of officers and agents— 
that is, a larger amount of business by 
the same agents, which will reduce the 
the cost to policy-holders. 
The aim is to 


make a consolidation of the interests of 
the best mutual companies, without mul- 
tiplying agencies and their consequent 
cost. More business at the same expense 
is the object—an end sought for by in- 
surance companies as well as all other 
kinds of business enterprises 


Dr. Wallace" occupies the position of 


local representative of the Chicago com- 
pany, and John A. Barnes continues as 
secretary of the Commonwealth 'Mutual 
Insurance Co, having the same relation- 
ship with the company as m the past. 
Both companies will work m entire uni- 
son, and in this way the interests of each 
company will be mutually advanced.
